SEOUL, South Korea (AFP) - 
North Korea fired a deadly 
barrage of artillery shells onto 
a South Korean island yester¬ 
day in one of the most serious 
border incidents since the 
1950-1953 war, inciting global 
condemnation. 

South Korea's military went 
on top alert, its troops fired 
back with cannon and the go¬ 
vernment met in an under¬ 
ground war room, officials 
said, in response to what Seoul 
called an atrocity against civil¬ 
ians. 

North Korea's supreme 
command, however, accused 
South Korea of firing first and 


vowed "merciless military at¬ 
tacks with no hesitation if the 
South Korean enemy dares to 
invade our sea territory by 
0.001 mm." 

But condemnation of Py¬ 
ongyang poured in from the 
United States, which has 
28,500 troops in South Korea, 
along with Russia, Japan and 
Western Europe. UN Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon called 
for restraint from both sides 
after condemning the attack by 
the North. 

No country has yet re¬ 
quested a meeting of the UN 
Security Council, diplomats 
said.

Violence grips Haiti ahead of key polls 


Belgium rounds up 26 in 
anti-terror raids 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Clashes between rival 
political factions have left two 
people dead in Haiti as grow¬ 
ing violence and a raging 
cholera epidemic threatened 
yesterday to derail key post¬ 
quake elections. 

The victims were shot dead 
late Monday in Beaumont, a 
small town in southwestern 
Haiti, after supporters of lead¬ 
ing candidates Jude Celestin 
and Charles Henri Baker 
squared off armed with 
firearms, rocks and bottles. 

Haiti, already ravaged by a 
catastrophic earthquake in Ja¬ 
nuary, is now battling a spiral¬ 
ing cholera epidemic that has 
killed 1,415 people, among 


more than 56,000 cases, in¬ 
cluding 25,000 who required 
treatment in hospital. 

United Nations health offi¬ 
cials warned that the death toll 
was likely under-estimated, and 
that the impoverished nation 
could see up to 200,000 cholera 
cases in the next three months 
and 400,000 over the next year. 

"Cholera is virtually every¬ 
where in the country," said Jon 
Kim Andrus, deputy director 
of the Pan American Health 
Organization. 

Human rights groups led 
the calls yesterday to delay the 
vote in light of the outbreak of 
the highly infectious disease. 

The United Nations called 
yesterday for urgent funding for 


Haiti, amid a shortfall in financ¬ 
ing to help the country cope with 
a widening cholera epidemic. 

Donors have stumped up 
only 6.8 million dollars so far 
out of 164 million dollars 
sought by the UN in an appeal 
10 days ago, said Elisabeth 
Byrs, spokeswoman for the 
UN Office for the Coordina¬ 
tion of Humanitarian Affairs. 

"The funding is much too 
weak. It's an extremely urgent 
situation, a question of hours. 
The epidemic is not waiting 
and continuing to evolve," she 
warned adding that relief ma¬ 
terial and medication had to be 
restocked urgently, and that ex¬ 
hausted aid workers needed 
some respite. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Police busted yesterday a 
Chechnya-linked Islamist net¬ 
work plotting to attack Bel¬ 
gium and rounded up another 
extremist group suspected of 
recruiting jihad fighters, amid 
heightened terrorism fears in 
Europe. 

Authorities detained 11 
people in Belgium, the Nether¬ 
lands and Germany as part of 
an investigation into a plot 
against an unspecified target in 
Belgium. 

Hours later, Belgian offi¬ 
cials announced the detention 
of some 15 people in Brussels 
in connection with a separate 
probe into a group suspected of 
recruiting would-be "jihadists" 
willing to do battle in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

In the first operation, a 
Chechen and six Belgian-Mo- 
roccan men were detained in 
the northern Belgian port city 
of Antwerp, three Dutch men 
in Amsterdam and a Russian 
national in Aachen, Germany, 
officials said. 

"There were plans aimed at 
committing an attack in Bel¬ 
gium by an international ter¬ 
rorist group using for this 
purpose an extremist internet 
site, Ansar A1 Mujahideen," 
said the Belgian prosecutor's 
office. 

Belgian investigators spear¬ 
headed an international inquiry 
from 2009 into the suspect net¬ 
work, largely based in 
Antwerp. 

"The target of the attack 
was not yet specifically deter¬ 
mined," the prosecutor's office 
added, but there were "suffi¬ 
cient facts" to justify the raids. 

No extra security measures 
will be enforced in Belgium, 
home to the European Union 
and NATO, a spokesman for 
the government's crisis centre 
said. 

Those arrested are also sus¬ 
pected of recruiting "jihadist 
candidates" and financing "a 


Chechen terrorist organisation, 
the Caucasus Emirate." 

A judge will decide today 
whether to keep them behind 
bars pending charges. 

Belgian authorities said 
several other people had al¬ 
ready been arrested in Spain, 
Morocco and Saudi Arabia as 
part of the same probe, con¬ 
ducted with other countries 
and the EU's judicial coopera¬ 
tion unit Eurojust. 

The arrests followed a 
three-year investigation into 
the Belgian Assabil Islamic 
Centre, considered a hotbed 
for Muslim radicalism since 
the 1990s. 

A French-Syrian imam 
from the centre, Bassam Ay- 
achi, was sentenced to four 
years in prison in Italy in May 
2009 for smuggling illegal im¬ 
migrants and is under investi¬ 
gation in Al-Qaeda-linked 
plots in France and Britain.

ORANJESTAD - As of No¬ 
vember 16, 2010, Mrs. R.R. 
Lopez-Hernandez no longer 
occupies the post of Director 
of Tax Collection and Mr. C.A. 
Angela does not have the func¬ 
tion of Specialist of Collection 
and Deputy Director of the De¬ 
partment of Dispensation. The 
reason is that there is a new 
management team who will 
take over the functions of these 
two persons. 

It is no secret that things are 
not functioning accordingly in 
the Tax Collection Depart¬ 
ment, among others, assess¬ 
ment system income tax and 
revenue tax, tax restitution and 
dealing with letters of appeal / 
objection- and appeal letters. 
That brought along a proposal 
in Parliament to start with a de¬ 
tailed audit that pin pointed 
some errors and problems. 

The Aruba government, fol¬ 
lowing up on the motion of 
Parliament, requested a “per¬ 
formance quick scan” in the 
tax collection departments 
which was executed by the 
firm KPMG, a renowned ac¬ 
countant and tax service 
agency. The outcome of the 
scan confirmed that there is an 
extravagant delay in restitu¬ 
tions and handling of appeal 
and objections letters, which 
are the principal function in a 
tax collection department. It is 
in these functions that the pre¬ 
vious management team failed 
enormously. 

The scan also revealed that 
the previous team is nor flexi¬ 
ble and that it failed in the or¬ 
ganizing and managing of the 
department with the conse¬ 
quence that the Government’s 
income was at risk. 

Furthermore there were 
projects that were not well

managed bringing along de¬ 
lays and more expenses. Also 
the improvement of the organ¬ 
ization in order to give clients 
a better service was not done. 

The abovementioned points 
are very important, this is why 
the Government finally de¬ 
cided to come with a new man¬ 
agement team with the 
necessary experience to tackle 
cardinal organizing points

Aruban officials: Jawbone did not belong 
to Natalee Holloway 


ORANJESTAD - A jawbone 
found on an Aruban beach 
does not belong to the missing 
American teenager Natalee 
Holloway, authorities an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The determination was 
made using Holloway’s dental 
records, according to a state¬ 
ment issued yesterday by the 
Aruba Public Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice. 

Aruban Solicitor General 
Taco Stein said shortly after 
the announcement that they 
could determine quickly that 
the bone wasn’t Holloway's — 
the jawbone found on the 
beach had a wisdom tooth still 
attached and Holloway's dental 
records showed the teen had 
had her wisdom teeth re¬ 
moved. 

Aruban authorities, Stein 
said, are checking with neigh¬ 
boring islands to see if the 
bone could be a match for any 
other missing persons. 

A match was considered a 
long shot. In the five years 
since Holloway disappeared 
while on a school trip, there 



has been no physical evidence 
to confirm that she had been 
killed. 


The Aruban prosecutors of¬ 
fice said a Dutch forensics 
team could extract only a small 
amount of DNA evidence from 
the one tooth that was still at¬ 
tached to the mandible. It was, 
they said, "of low quality." 

"The bone appeared to have 
been exposed to various 
(weather) influences and 
proved to be porous," the state¬ 


ment read. 

Stein says experts deter¬ 
mined that the bone came from 
a young person, but that it was 
in such poor condition they 
could not tell whether it be¬ 
longed to a man or a woman. 
He says authorities will now be 
looking at past missing persons 
reports for possible matches 

For the time being, the 
forensics team has stopped 
working to test the DNA. 

Stein said the news was 
"another tragedy" for Hol¬ 
loway's family, since it brought 
them no closer to learning 
what happened to their daugh¬ 
ter. 

"It's very sad for the parents 
to not have closure," he said in 
a later interview. "They must 
rest assured we are working 
hard to solve the case. Whether 
that will be in the near future, 
I cannot tell." 

There was no immediate re¬ 
sponse to the news from Hol¬ 
loway's mother, Beth, but her 
father, Dave Holloway, 
thanked well-wishers after the 
announcement.

Venezuela TV owner 


denies Chavez murder plot

CARACAS, Venezuela - An 
exiled Venezuelan television 
station owner denied accusa¬ 
tions he is behind a $100 mil¬ 
lion plot to murder President 
Hugo Chavez and said the 
furor is a smokescreen to dis¬ 
tract attention from the govern¬ 
ment’s failures. 

’’President, I do not want 
you dead,” Guillermo Zuloaga, 
owner of pro-opposition TV 
station Globovision, said in a 
statement from the United 
States late on Monday. 

”1 want you healthy so as to 
see you when you stand before 
Venezuelans, and perhaps be¬ 
yond our borders, for your 
government’s bad rule and the 
vast fortune you have wasted.” 


In an escalation of the long- 
running feud between 
Chavez’s socialist government 
and Globovision, the Venezue¬ 
lan leader said at the weekend 
Zuloaga was one of those 
rounding up a $ 100 million re¬ 
ward to offer a potential assas¬ 
sin. 

Since coming to power in 
1999, Chavez has deeply po¬ 
larized his country, winning 
about a dozen elections and 
referendums thanks to his sup¬ 
port base among poor 
Venezuelans but infuriating 
many, especially the wealthy, 
with radical policies like na¬ 
tionalizations. 

Chavez often has alleged 
plots to kill him.

Vatican broadens case for condoms 


to fight AIDS 


VATICAN CITY - Pope 
Benedict’s landmark acknowl¬ 
edgement that the use of con¬ 
doms is sometimes morally 
justifiable to stop AIDS is 
valid not only for gay male 
prostitutes but for heterosexu¬ 
als and transsexuals too, the 
Vatican said yesterday. 

The clarification, which 
some moral theologians 
called ’’groundbreaking,” was 
the latest step in what is al¬ 
ready seen as a significant 
shift in Catholic Church pol¬ 
icy. 

It came at a news confe¬ 
rence to launch the pope's 
new book, "Light of the 
World: The Pope, the Church, 
and the Sign of the Times.” 

In the book, a long inter¬ 
view with German Catholic 
journalist Peter Seewald, the 
pope made clear he was not 
changing the Catholic ban on 
artificial contraception, but 
said that a prostitute would be 
justified using a condom to 
avoid transmitting the HIV 
virus. 

Vatican spokesman Father 


Federico Lombardi made the 
clarification because the Ger¬ 
man, English and French ver¬ 
sions of the book used the 
male article when referring to 
a prostitute, but the Italian 


version used the female form. 

”1 asked the pope perso¬ 
nally if there was a serious 
distinction in the choice of 
male instead of female and he 
said 'No',” Lombardi said.

Facebook messaging poses 
risks for users: tech watchdog 

’’Facebook accounts will 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Face- 
book's new online messaging 
service makes users of the so¬ 
cial networking site more 
vulnerable to identity theft by 
cybercriminals, computer se¬ 
curity firm Sophos warned 
Thursday. 

It urged users to be aware 
of the security risks before 
signing up for Facebook's 
next-generation online mes¬ 
saging service that blends on¬ 
line chat, text messages and 
other real-time conversation 
tools with traditional email. 

’’Users need to realise that 
these new features increase 
the attack surface on the 
Facebook platform, and 
make personal accounts all 
the more alluring for cyber¬ 
criminals to break into,” said 
Sophos senior technology 
consultant Graham Cluley. 


now be linked with many 
more people in the users' so¬ 
cial circles — opening up new 
opportunities for identity 
fraudsters to launch attacks,” 
he added in a press statement. 

Sophos noted that fraud¬ 
sters are increasingly using 
hacked Facebook accounts to 
send spam messages — com¬ 
pared with traditional emails 
— because they are more 
likely to be opened by recip¬ 
ients lured to think the mes¬ 
sages came from friends. 

’’Users also need to be 
aware that Facebook will be 
storing a complete archive of 
all their communications 
with one person. This raises 
concerns as to how this data 
could be misused if it fell into 
the wrong hands,” Cluley 
said. 


Chinese dairy raises the bar for cow- 
pat power 


BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
dairy farm is installing the 
world's largest system to turn 
steaming cow pats into 
enough electricity to power 
thousands of homes, it was 
reported Tuesday. 

The device at the Huishan 
Dairy is 10 times bigger than 
similar systems and will take 
the excrement from 60,000 
cows and capture methane 
from the fermenting pats, ac¬ 
cording to Technology Re¬ 
view magazine. 

It will generate almost six 
megawatts of electricity — 
enough power for 3,500 
American-size households 
but could service many more 
Chinese ones, which con¬ 
sume less energy. 

The dairy, based in Liaon¬ 
ing province, northeast 
China, imports 3,000 cows 


from Australia every month 
just to sustain its massive 
stock of 250,000 cows — 
about double the number of 
dairy cows in the entire state 
of Florida. 

The project could draw at¬ 
tention to the possibilities of 
biogas, the magazine quoted 
Ann Wilkie, professor of en¬ 
vironmental microbiology at 
the University of Florida, as 
saying. 

"It shows this is not a 
phantom technology we have 
to wait for in the future,” she 
said. "It's something we can 
do now to deal with existing 
waste, and garner renewable 
energy.” 

China's rapidly growing 
dairy farming industry is a 
major new source of green¬ 
house-gas emissions. 

But Huishan's new system 


will prevent methane, which 
is 23 times more potent than 
carbon dioxide as a green¬ 
house gas, from reaching the 
atmosphere, according to 
Technology Review. 

It will also reduce waste 
and odours, and produce a 
valuable organic fertiliser 
that's safer than raw manure. 

China has become the 
biggest source of the green¬ 
house gases blamed for 
global warming and the gov¬ 
ernment has embarked on a 
huge programme to develop 
renewable energies such as 
hydroelectric, wind and other 
power sources. 

The Chinese government 
estimates that millions of 
small farms already have 
such primitive manure di¬ 
gesters, according to the pub¬ 
lication. 
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Work teams who 
share negative 
emotions better at 
problem-solving 



Work teams who openly ex¬ 
press their negative feelings 
share more information, have 
greater solidarity and are bet¬ 
ter at solving complicated an¬ 
alytical problems, a new 
study has found. 

Many businesses and or¬ 
ganizations want employees 
to limit negative emotions 
and only show positive ones. 
But a study from the Nether¬ 
lands suggests that isn't al¬ 
ways the right strategy. 

Participants were shown 
cheerful or sad films and then 
monitored as they worked to¬ 
gether on difficult decision¬ 
making tasks. Groups who 
saw a sad film and then 
talked about it before they 
started their task did the best 
on their assignment. 

Dutch researcher An- 
nefloor Klep also gave cer¬ 
tain groups the impression 
that there was a problem with 
their relationships. If the 
members of these groups 
talked about these problems, 
they quickly put them aside 
and worked as a team on their 
task. 

The study also found that 
sharing positive emotions can 
help with creative tasks, es¬ 
pecially if team members are 
sure about their feelings. 
However, a team handled an¬ 
alytical tasks better if its 
members shared negative 
emotions. 

Sharing emotions can ben¬ 
efit teams that often work to¬ 
gether over long periods of 
time, Klep concluded.

New AIDS cases fall by one fifth in a decade: UN 


GENEVA (AFP) - The num¬ 
ber of new cases of HIV/AIDS 
has dropped by about one-fifth 
over the past decade but mil¬ 
lions of people are still miss¬ 
ing out on major progress in 
prevention and treatment, the 
UN said on Tuesday. 

In 2009, 2.6 million peo¬ 
ple contracted the HIV virus 
that causes AIDS, down 19 
percent from the 3.1 million 


recorded in 2001, said 
UNAIDS, the UN agency 
spearheading the interna¬ 
tional campaign against 
the disease. 

"Fifty-six nations around 
the world have stabilised or 
significantly reduced infec¬ 
tions," UNAIDS Executive 
Director Michel Sidibe told 
journalists. 

But about half of the 


60 million people who 
caught HIV/AIDS since 
the start of the pandemic 
30 years ago have died, 
according to the agency. 

Sidibe urged caution 
over the growing impact of 
prevention measures and 
medical treatment high¬ 
lighted in the 2010 global 
report on the AIDS epi¬ 
demic and warned about a 


slowdown in finance. 

"We have halted and 
begun to reverse the epi¬ 
demic. Fewer people are 
becoming infected with 
HIV and fewer people are 
dying from AIDS," he said. 

"However we are not 
yet in a position to say 
’mission accomplished’," 
he added in the report. 

About 33.3 million 


people worldwide were liv¬ 
ing with the HIV virus that 
causes AIDS at the end of last 
year — about 100,000 less 
than in 2008. 

The UNAIDS chief her¬ 
alded a "prevention revolu¬ 
tion" in the pipeline, 
including a gel that could 
help women protect them¬ 
selves, and a breakthrough on 
drugs treatment.

The “Fontein Caves” 




Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. 

One of the island’s treas¬ 
ures are the “Fontein” caves 
located in Aruba’s National 
Park, Parke Arikok. 

Aruba has a lot of caves, 
some are small others very big, 
some are under the sea others 
above the sea, in some of them 
Indian drawings were found 
while in others only a few fos¬ 


sils. Every cave has its own 
distinct uniqueness which sets 
it apart. The “Fontein” Cave 
(fountain cave) got this name 
because there is a spring water 
source in the cave. Years ago 
when there was no tap water 
the Aruban community got 
water out of the “Fontein” 
Cave. For safety they first 
boiled the water just to be sure 
the bacteria were killed. The 
area around the cave is very 
green because of the water as 
it is not only found inside the 
cave but also outside. It’s nice 
to walk in the surrounding area 
where one can see the fishes in 


the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit. Don’t forget 
your camera!

Obama, Biden celebrate 
US auto industry renewal 


KOKOMO, Indiana (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama defi¬ 
antly warned "don't bet against 
America" yesterday, celebra¬ 
ting his rescue of the US auto 
industry and predicting the 
economy would recover de¬ 
spite a slow rebound. 

Obama traveled to a 
Chrysler factory in Indiana to 
recall how his administration 


had bucked much political ad¬ 
vice and helped bail out the in¬ 
dustry last year, fearing its 
collapse could endanger mil¬ 
lions of jobs. 

"We had a confidence in the 
American worker. Today we 
know that was the right deci¬ 
sion," Obama said, after tour¬ 
ing a transmission factory in 
of Kokomo with Joe Biden.

Fed slashes US growth forecasts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US economy will grow at a 
much slower pace than ex¬ 
pected this year and next, as 
unemployment remains stub¬ 
bornly high, according to bleak 
Federal Reserve estimates 
published yesterday. 

Painting a stark picture of 
the short-term fate of the 
world's largest economy, mi¬ 
nutes from the Fed's last meet¬ 
ing showed that growth would 
be around half a percentage 
point less than expected this 
year and in 2011. 

Minutes from a November 
meeting showed that already 
anemic growth predictions 
have been slashed to 2.4-2.5 
percent this year and 3.0-3.6 
percent in the next. 

Unemployment is not ex¬ 
pected to go below 9.5 percent 


this year and 8.9 percent in 
2011. 

Against this backdrop the 
minutes show the Fed's top 
policy panel wrestling over its 
decision to roll out a contro¬ 
versial 600 billion dollar 
spending plan to boost the re¬ 
covery. 

Eying a recovery that "pro¬ 
ceeded at a modest rate in re¬ 
cent months," "most" members 
of the bank's top panel agreed 
the measures were warranted. 

Members of the Federal 
Open Market Committee 
pointed to the fact that the 
bank is failing in its mandate to 
keep unemployment rates and 
inflation stable, as cause to act. 

The bank noted "only a 
gradual improvement in labor 
market conditions," and a con¬ 
tinued "low rate of inflation." 


Bank economists reported 
recent improvements in con¬ 
sumer spending, business in¬ 
vestment in equipment and 
exports, but construction re¬ 
mained "depressed" reflecting 
an "exceptionally weak" hous¬ 
ing market. 

They noted "surveys taken 
in September and October in¬ 
dicated that consumers were 
slightly more pessimistic about 
the economic outlook than ear¬ 
lier in the year." 

The global picture also pro¬ 
vided some cause for concern, 
as growth in emerging market 
economies "appeared to have 
slowed markedly." 

By buying massive amounts 
of US bonds the Fed hopes to 
push down the long term cost 
of borrowing and to spur in¬ 
vestors to buy other assets. 


Irish PM fights for survival as euro 
fears resurface 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AFP) - 
Irish Prime Minister Brian 
Cowen battled for his survival 
yesterday, while Germany 
said Ireland's international 
bailout showed the future of 
the euro itself was on the line. 

The efforts of the Euro¬ 
pean Union and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund to 
shore up the debt-laden Irish 
economy were called into 
question as the euro sank to a 
two-month low, dipping 
under 1.34 dollars. 

As political anger at 
Cowen and the Irish govern¬ 
ment grew at home, Portugal 
— tipped to be the next euro¬ 
zone economy to need a 
bailout — was bracing itself 
for a general strike today. 

Cowen faced fresh calls 
from opposition parties for a

snap election, after saying 
Monday he would go to the 
polls early next year but only 
when he had seen through a 
budget seen as crucial to ob¬ 
taining the EU and IMF loans 
worth up to 90 billion euros 
(122.5 billion dollars). 

He told a sombre parlia¬ 
ment yesterday that passing 
the budget, which he has 
promised to submit on De¬ 
cember 7, was his first prior¬ 
ity and overrode any other 
political considerations. 

"The best statement of 
confidence for this country is 
to pass this budget," Cowen 
said. 

The budget will be pre¬ 
ceded by the publication 
today of a four-year roadmap 


of austerity measures. 

The parliament is unlikely 
to vote on the budget until 
January, meaning that an 
election could not take place 
until February or March. 

But Sinn Fein, which has 
four lawmakers in the parlia¬ 
ment, or Dail, tabled a mo¬ 
tion of no confidence in 
Cowen yesterday, saying that 
his government was a "cha¬ 
rade which is an insult to the 
Irish people." 

Cowen's own Fianna Fail 
party — which has dominated 
Irish politics since the 1930s 
— is also said to be restless, 
with several senior members 
reported to have urged 
Cowen to stand aside after 
two troubled years in charge.

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Belgium anti-racism group 
urges 'Tintin in the Congo' 
ban

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
A black rights group urged a 
Belgian court Monday to pull 
the popular comic book "Tintin 
in the Congo" from library 
bookshelves, saying it depicts 
racist and offensive cliches 
about Africans. 

Bienvenu Mbutu Mon- 
dondo, a Congolese man who 
first filed the complaint, and an 
anti-racism association want 
the court to ban the book writ¬ 
ten by celebrated Belgian au¬ 
thor Herge in 1931, or at least 
slap a warning label on it. 

"It is not Herge we are put¬ 
ting on trial, it is the racism in¬ 
grained in people’s minds at 
the time," Ahmed L'hedim, 
lawyer for Mondondo and the 
Representative Council of 
Black Associations, told the 
court, according to Belga news 
agency. 

The plaintiffs said the book 
about the adventures of the in¬ 
trepid reporter and his dog 
Snowy in Belgian Congo, now 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo, should at least be rele¬ 
gated to the adult sections of li¬ 


braries. 

Sandrine Carneroli, a 
lawyer for publisher Caster- 
man et Moulinsart SA, sought 
to have the case thrown out on 
grounds that it did not belong 
in civil court but in a trade tri¬ 
bunal "since we are talking 
about banning sales." 

Another attorney for the 
publisher said at a previous 
hearing in May that a ban 
would be like a "book burn¬ 
ing." 

The next hearing is set for 
December 8 and a decision is 
expected within the following 
two months. 

The 1931 tale of Tintin’s 
trip to the former Belgian 
colony is controversial because 
of its depiction of colonialism 
and Africans, as well as casual 
violence towards animals. 

The Belgian author Herge, 
real name Georges Remi 
(1907-1983), justified the book 
by saying it was merely a re¬ 
flection of the naive views of 
the time. Some of the scenes 
were revised for later editions. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Britain’s Prince William and 
Kate Middleton are to marry 
on April 29 at Westminster 
Abbey, the historic London 
church where the funeral of his 
mother Diana was held in 
1997, royal officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

Downing Street announced 
that there would be a special 
public holiday on the day, per¬ 
haps the biggest royal event in 
Britain since the ill-fated union 
of William’s parents Prince 
Charles and Diana nearly three 
decades ago. 

"The venue has long asso¬ 
ciations with the royal family - 
- it is in many ways the royal 
family's church — and of 
course with Prince William 
personally," said Jamie 
Lowther-Pinkerton, private 
secretary to the prince. 

The imposing gothic abbey 
has been the British monar¬ 
chy's coronation church for 
centuries. Queen Elizabeth II 
also married Prince Philip at 
the abbey in 1947. 


The date and venue were 
revealed just under a week 
after the second-in-line to the 
throne officially revealed his 
engagement, capping a ro¬ 
mance that began at St An¬ 
drews University in Scotland 
nearly eight years earlier. 

In what the prince said was 
a way of giving a posthumous 
role to his mother who died in 
a car crash in Paris 13 years 


ago, he also revealed that he 
had given Kate his mother's 
diamond and sapphire engage¬ 
ment ring. 

The wedding has given 
Britain a boost as it battens 
down the economic hatches 
ahead of harsh budget cuts 
aimed at cutting the country's 
huge deficit, and with its 
armed forces mired in a tenth 
year of war in Afghanistan. 

Mindful of the economic 


circumstances, Lowther-Pin¬ 
kerton said the costs of the 
wedding would be paid for by 
the royal family and Middle¬ 
ton's parents. 

"All parties involved in the 
wedding, not least Prince 
William and Miss Middleton, 
want to ensure that a balance is 
struck between an enjoyable 
day and the current economic 
situation," he said. 


"To that end the royal fam¬ 
ily and the Middleton family 
will pay for the wedding." 

The announcement has 
sparked calls for William and 
Kate to ascend directly to the 
throne — leapfrogging his less 
popular father Prince Charles 
and his second wife Camilla a 
constitutionally problematic 
arrangement. 

Four newspaper polls at the 
weekend showed that a majo¬ 
rity of Britons would like to 
see him become king when 
Queen Elizabeth II dies and 
thought that he would be a bet¬ 
ter monarch than the 62-year- 
old Charles. 

Amid an outpouring of na¬ 
tional mourning in Britain after 
her death, Diana's funeral was 
held at Westminster Abbey, 
with pictures of William and 
his younger brother Harry 
sadly watching her coffin 
beamed around the world. 

The shadow of Diana, her 
famously unhappy marriage 
and her ceaseless pursuit by 
the media — photographers 
were chasing her at the time of 
her death — has hung over her 
son and his relationship with 
Kate from the beginning. 

William has reportedly 
taken steps to prepare his fian¬ 
cee to deal with the glare of the 
media, as well as with the the 
formality of royal life which 
Kate at a press conference last 
week admitted were "quite 
daunting." 

The then-Lady Diana 
Spencer married William's fa¬ 
ther Prince Charles at St Paul's 
Cathedral in July 1981 in a ce¬ 
remony that drew hundreds of 
thousands of people into the 
streets. But they divorced in 
1996 amid admissions of adul¬ 
tery on both sides — in Charles' 
case with Camilla. 

Public support for the wed¬ 
ding has, however, not ex¬ 
tended into a desire for it to 
receive public funding, with a 
poll at the weekend found that 
82 percent of people said the 
royals should cover the cost of 
the event.

Federer turns on the style 
to rout Murray 



LONDON (AFP) - Roger 
Federer was in sublime form 
as he moved closer to a place 
in the semi-finals of the ATP 
World Tour Finals with a 6-4, 
6-2 win over Andy Murray at 
London's 02 Arena on Tues¬ 
day. 

Federer had lost his last 
two meetings with Murray 
and has never been com¬ 



pletely comfortable when 
facing the British number 
one, but the Swiss star was 
at his imperious best as he 
romped to his second suc¬ 
cessive Group B victory in 
the prestigious end-of-year 
event. 

Due to the complex na¬ 
ture of the tournament 
rules, Federer will seal his 
place in the last four later 
on Tuesday if David Ferrer 
defeats Robin Soderling or 
if Soderling beats Ferrer in 
three sets. 

Either way, the world 
number two looks in the 
mood to end a frustrating 
year on a high by claiming 
his fifth Tour Finals title. 

Murray, the fifth seed, 
must now defeat Ferrer in his 
final match on Thursday to 
have any chance of going 
through. 

Federer said: "I knew the 
difficulty of playing Andy. 
He's beaten me the last two 
times so I had my hands full 
today. 

"I'm surprised how clean 
the score was. He didn't have 
his best match but I'm happy 
I'm playing so well obvi¬ 
ously." 

Murray added: "I didn't 
feel tight but I got off to a bad 
start in both sets, which does¬ 
n't help. 

"I did the two most impor¬ 
tant things in tennis very 
poorly, which is serve and re¬ 
turn. And against someone as 
good as Roger, you can't do 
them badly. That's why the 
score line was like it was." 

The Scot had beaten Fed¬ 
erer in Masters finals in 
Toronto and Shanghai this 
year and didn't drop a set on 
either occasion as he im¬ 
proved his career record 
against the Swiss to an im¬ 
pressive 8-5. 

Yet for all Murray's suc¬ 
cess against Federer, he has 
fared less well when the 
stakes have been highest. 


Saints, Jets, Patriots heavy 
favourites in holiday games 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Reign¬ 
ing Super Bowl champion 
New Orleans and this sea¬ 
son's NFL pace-setters, the 
New York Jets and New Eng¬ 
land, are heavy favourites 
over struggling rivals in 
Thursday's US Thanksgiving 
holiday games. 

The Patriots, level with 
the Jets at an NFL-best 8-2 
atop the AFC East division, 
will visit traditional Thanks¬ 
giving host Detroit, 2-8, 
while New York will enter¬ 
tain the Cincinnati Bengals, 
also 2-8. 

Drew Brees, who sparked 
the Saints to last season's 
Super Bowl crown with a 
victory over Indianapolis, 
will lead New Orleans into 
Dallas to face the 3-7 Cow¬ 
boys. The Saints, 7-3, are a 
game behind Atlanta in the 
NFC South division. 

A short turn-around time 
for still-sore gridiron players, 
facing their second game in 
five days, makes the annual 
showcase matchups a physi¬ 
cal grind and provides little 
time to prepare for opposing 
schemes. 

"We will have a late 
'turkey day'," Patriots blocker 
Matt Light said. "There is a 
lot coming at you. You have 
got to squeeze a lot in where 
normally you have the extra 
couple of days. It's going to 
be a tough game." 

Patriots coach Bill Be- 
lichick, who played two sea¬ 
sons for the Lions, sees 
benefits for Detroit in playing 
the holiday hosts every year. 

"It's great to be in this rou¬ 
tine," he said. "It was a game 
that you knew every year was 
your game. You knew you 
were going to be playing at 
home. It was something you 
were comfortable with and 
you actually looked forward 
to."

YAOUNDE (AFP) - Dutch 
footballing great Arie Haan 
has been ordered by FIFA to 
pay the Cameroon Football 
F ederation (F ecafoot) 

500,000 euros for breach of 
contract, the national federa¬ 
tion announced on Tuesday. 

Fecafoot revealed that 
world football governing 
body FIFA had made their 
ruling against 62-year-old 
Haan on November 16 and 
also ordered him to pay 
20,000 Swiss francs (14,810 
euros) in costs. 

’’The litigation between 
the two parties was based on 
the unilateral termination of 
the contract between the 


Dutch coach and Fecafoot, 
Fecafoot announced on its 
website. 

Haan, a member of the out¬ 
standing Dutch side that gave 
the world Total Football and 
was on the losing side in suc¬ 
cessive World Cup finals (1974 
and 1978), has 10 days to ap¬ 
peal the decision in writing. 

Haan was named 
Cameroon coach in August 
2006 on a two-year contract. 

The contract stipulated no¬ 
tably that he had to ’’live in 
Cameroon and present a year¬ 
long programme to Fecafoot", 
neither of which he fulfilled 
before he announced he was 
resigning in January 2007.
